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Applicant's arguments filed 10/10/2007 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. 

Applicants arguments state: 

"Applicant respectfully submits that Yamazaki does not disclose any gate having 
side edges inclined towards one another to reach a tip having a radius of a few 
nanometers. " 

In response Yamazaki Figure 15D show a thin film transistor with a gate side 
edges inclined towards one another to reach a tip (See figure provided below). 



It is further noted the that the Applicants own Figure 5 and page 7 of the specification 
disclose a tip can be blunted or sharp. Yamazaki Figure 15D clearly depicts the 
"blunted" tip as described by the Applicants figure 5 shown below. 



In regards to the tip having a radius of a few nanometers, TFT are measured in 
are on the nanometer scale. TFTs as disclosed by YamakakI are measured in 
nanometers or angstroms. The radius of the "tip" of a TFT will inherently be a "few" 
nanometers. The quantity "few" is not defined. 
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
